In Austria 
the number of suicides is nearly double 
that of England, but both Italy and 
Russia are lower on the list.

stories concerning the gigantic ruins 
that had been discovered on some of the 
smaller islets at the eastern end of the 
archipelago; but it was not till 1833 that 
anything approaching to a systematic 
survey of the group was undertaken. In 
that year her majesty’s ship Espiegie 
touched at many of the islands; and those 
officers who went ashore found that the 
magaificence of the remains had not 
been exaggerated. The most imposing 
ruins are at Metalamm harbor, in Penape 

and at Chabrol Harbor, in Kusaie, and 
an idea of the grandeur may be formed 
from the fact that some of the stones of 
the buildings measure as much as thirty- 
five feet long by twenty feet broad and 
fifteen feet thick. They are ornamented 
with rude sculptures, which bear a fam- 
ily resemblance to the well-known 
sculptures of Easter Island,in the South- 
ern Pacific; yet Easter Island and the 
Carolines are fully 6,000 miles apart, 
and, so far as is discoverable, there has 
never been any communication between 
them. The object and origin of the 
monuments are alike unknown. It may 
be added that the Caroline group, which 
was discovered by Spainin 1526, has 
hitherto, even by German geographers, 
been regarded as a Spanish possession, 
although for vears there haye been no 
Spanish residents on any of the islands. 
The extent of the land service of the 
group is rather more than three hundred 
square miles, and the estimated popula- 
tion is about 22,000 souls, all of whom 
are of Malay race.—New York Graphic.

HOW THE HARDY FELLOWS WORK 
AND EW/JOY THEMSELVES. 


The Perilous Pesitions in Which 
They Piace Themselves When 
Breaking «a **Jam.”’ 

- A Bangor (Me.) letter to the New 

York World describes the life of those 

hardy, daring, red-shirted fellows who 

drive the logs cut by the woodsmen 
through the tumbling, rushing streams 
and the swift waters of the Penobscot to 
the booms, whence they are distributed 
eee various owners to the mills: 

6 principal drives are from the east. 
and west branches of the Pénobscot, 
the Mattawamkeag, the Piscataquis, 

Pleasant and Passadumkeag rivers, all 

tributaries of the one great watercourse. 

Driving logs is a Jaborious and often 
dangerous occupation. When the win- 
ter work of cutting the logs is over and 
the icy brooks and streams are full of 
the great spruce, pine and hemlock 
trunks, the axe-swingers come out and 
the lumbermen engage their driving 
crews. To be a driver one must be ac- 
tive, fearless and equally indifferent to 
cold water and hard work. The drivers 
are generally Tarratine Indians, a liberal 
sprinkling of that much detested class 


known as the “P. 
Prince Edward's Islanders. The 
crews, with their bosses, to where 


the logs are stocked, part of the way by 
rail and then by team, batteau or on 
foot. 

Arriving at their destination they stort 
the logs in the quick water and follow 
them down along the shore. If there 
were no falls, no edges or other obstruc- 
tions the work would be easy, butif a 
single log of the rushing mass sticks on 
the brink of a dam, or is caught against 
a rock, thousands of others are stopped 
thereby and a jam ensues, This must be 
broken up at all hazards and some one 
must go out upon the logs at the risk of 
his life and, with what is known as a 
“cant-dog,” set the mass in motion 

in. If he makes a misstep, or the ob- 
structing log yields at an unlucky mo- 
ment, the driver disappears in the whirl 
of waters and goes down to his death, 
and if his mangled remains be found it 
will not be until weeks afterward, many 
miles below. 

One of the drivers I met today. He 
was of muscular build, with that hearty 
manner peculiar to Penobscot rivermen. 
He had just ‘‘come down” and was quite 
communicative, talking intelligently, if 
unduly loud, as he punched the floor of 
the boarding-house bar-room full of 
holes with the steel calks in the soles of 
his shoes. He wore the conventioual 
driver's dress—heavy trousers. red shirt, 
wuvieuw secks and penderous bonte or 
shoes. I asked him why his boots were 
cut in several places atthe toes. ‘‘Oh.” 
said he, ‘‘that is to let the water which 
pours over me out and keep my feet from 
scalding.” He said that driving was 
hard work until one became used to it: 
then there was a fascination about it 
which always kept one at the work. The 
driver, he said, is out day and night, as 
circumstances demand. Sometimes two 
or three men are sent ahead of the main 
body to keep the logs running free past 
a po nt where a jam is likely to occur, 
They are given a junk of salt pork, a 
frying pan, a dry codfish and a quantity 
of hard bread, as the task may require 
days. At night this advance guard 
buil ds a big tire and sleeps on the ground. 

“Once,” said the driver, ‘‘on the? west 
branch of the Penobscot, I and a com. 

nion were delegated to look out for a 
jam below and ahead of the main body 
of logs. We had no boat, and when a 
log stuck out in the stream we had to 

dle out on a big spruce trunk to clear 
it away. In returning we landed in four 
feet of water, the big log grounded, and 
we had to wade ashore waist deep in the 
icy water. A fierce storm was in progress, 
and the walk back to camp was anything 
but pleas@nt. At another time | was 
with a crew trying get 
some logs out of a small brook in which 
the water was low. It looked as though 
the logs would stay there all summer 
when we turned in one night at a little 
cabin on the snore. My friend had an 
upper bunk, in which he slept soundly 
until early morning, when he jumped 
out of his bunk. He landed in two feet 
of water, in which the cabin furniture 
was floating. There had been a heavy 
rain and the little brook had overflowed 
its banks.” 

The driver's work begins in the latter 
part of April and lasts until July 15 ora 
month later. Agreen hand is paid $1.12 
per day; fairly good men $1.75 to $2.50; 
an experienced man $2.75, and a boat- 
man $3, beside food, which is princi- 
pally of beans. Woodmen have beans 
three timesa day, drivers four times, 
wih molasses for sweetness and dried 
apples as an aati-scorbutic. The woods- 
men and drivers receive their money on 
arriving here and it generally amounts 
to from $200 to $300. The red shirters 
spread red paint at high cost for a week 
or two, the cheap bars and boarding- 
houses reap a harvest, the police station 
is crowded and then all is quiet on the 
Penobscot. 


The Useful Thorn Plant. 


The espinosilla, or thorn plant, says 
Marcial Oropeza, a well known Mexican 
naturalist, is a native of Mexico, and 
abounds in various parts of the repub- 
lics, ge xed near this capital, at San 
Angel, Texcoco, Santa Fe, etc. It is 
one of those beautiful wild plants which 
adorns the plains of Mexico, and is found 

ticularly in cold, dry spots. It 

been thus christened because on 
touching it a sensation is felt similar to 
that which a plant covered with thorns 
would produce. 

The Aztecs, lacking soap, so necessary 
to their health and their happiness, found 
its substitute in the espinosilla. They 
agitated a bough in the water and it pro- 
duced a lather with which they washed, 
using the plantas a scrub bush. Even 
to-day itis used by women as a hair 
preservative, having extraordinary pow. 
ers in that direction. But its most use- 
ful application is a medicinal to fight 
fevers, as it is an excellent diaphoretic. 
Its ancient name is beautiful. Hoitzit- 
zilxochoti, a compound word, hoitzitzi! 
— humming bird, and xochoti, a flower; 
thus translated, meaning ‘‘flower of the 
humming bird.” 

The Spaniards called it huichichile, 
signifying sparrow, a name given it on 
account of resemblance between the 
color of the flower and that of a spar- 
row’s head plumes.— 7 wo

Yhe fron Crown. 


During the middle ages the iron crown 
was the subject of much interest and 
superstition. It was a crown of gold, 
having inside of it a ring of iron, which 
was said to have been forged from the 
nails of Christ’s cross, and it was made 
by order of Princess Theudelinde for 
her husband, Agiluif, king of the Lom- 
bards, in the year 591. The crown was 
afterward given by the queen to the 
church at Monza. Charlemagne used 
this crown at the ceremony of his corona. 
tion, and after him all the emperors who 
were also kings of Lombardy made 
simiiar use of it. Napoleon |., it is said, 
when at Milan in 1805, put this crown 
on his head, saving: ‘*God has given 
it to me; woe to him who shall touch it.” 
The “great woodman of Europe,” as 
Victor Hugo called Napoleon, founded 
the Order of the Iron Crown, which still 
exists in Austria It fell into disuse 
after Napoleon's fall, but was revived by 
Francis |. in 1816, and is now regarded 
asa high honor in Austria. The iron 
crown was taken by the Austrians to 
Vienns in 1859, but was presen‘ed to 
the king of Italy in 1866, and is now 
among the royal treasures in Naples. —

Eclipses of the Sun. 

The eclipses of the sun are caused b 
the moon's passing between the eart 
and the sun. If the two bodies followed 
the same track in the heavens there 
would be an eclipse every new moon, 
but as the orbits are inclined, the moon 
generally passes above or below the sun, 
and there is no eclipse. Occasionally 
the sun is near one of the moon's nodes 
—the points were the planes of the or- 
bits intersect—when it passes, and then 
an eclipse occurs. If the sun and the 
moon were always at the same position 
with regard to the earth, and always the 
same distance from it, the eclipses would 
always be of the same size. But as these 
conditions vary, so do the appearances 
of the eclipse. For instance, let us sup- 
pose that at the time of an eclipse the 
centre of the moon happens to pass «:- 
rect over the centre of the sun. If the 
mocn is near the point in the orbit 
which is at the least distance from the 
earth her a)parent diameter will exceed 
that of the sun, and the latter will be 
quite hidden from view, and we have 
what is known as a total eclipse. Of 
course, even in this case, the eclipse will 
only appear total to the observers near 
the line joining the centres of the sun 
and moon. If, however, the three bod- 
jes occupy similar positions, but the dis- 
tarce between the earth and moon is 
greater, the whole of the sun is nut cov- 
ered by the moon, and the eclipee is 
annglar. If the moon, however, does 
not pass centrally over the sun, it can 
cnly hide a part of the latter on one side 
or the other, and the eclipse is said to be 

artial. Asthe moon's orbit is quite el- 
fiptical, the distance of that body from 
the earth varies greatly. Its least dis- 
tance is 221,000 miles, its greatest 259,600 
miles. — /nter- Ocean.

SPAIN AND GERMANY. 


Dispatches from Madrid agree with earlier 
reports from that city to the effect thata 
messenger was sent to Berlin requesting 
Germany to disavow any intention of estab- 
lishing a suzerainty in the Carolines, and 
saying that Spain would refuse to apologiz 
for the recent insults to the German 


embassy unless such declaration is 
made. The dispatch also says that 
the Spanish note concludes with the 


expression of a hope that Germany will recog- 
nize the prior rights of Spain, even in the 
islands which German cruisers have occupied. 
A correspondent says; “‘I hear upon high 
authority that Spain if Germany admits her 


king, government and country for the insults 
to the German embassy.” 

The friendly action of Premier Canova 
has alienated the Spanish navy, thus ad- 
ding to the danger of the situation. Ad- 
miral Topete, under secretary of the marine, 
has resigned his office on account of the 
friendly terms embodied in the Spanish re- 
ply to Germany. 

A military rising in Madrid bas occurred. 
It was limited to one of the barracks, and 


seized their arms and shouted: ‘‘Death to our 
chiefs!’ The authorities, who bad feared 
that an outbreak would occur, were pre- 
for the rising, and vigorously sup- 
pressed it before it had time to assume for- 
midable proportions. Every precaution has 
been taken to prevent its recurrence. 
A dispatch from Madrid says that the 
Spanish commander at Manila telegraphs 
that when it was found that the German flag 
had been hoisted at Yap the governor of the 
Carolines, Senor Babrilles, visited the com- 
mander of the German gunboat Itlis and ac- 


cused him of piracy and breach of 
international law. The German com- 
mander replied that he had 


simply obeyed orders. A bot argument en- 
sued, ending ina scuffle, when the German 
commander retired to. his cabin. The gov- 
ernor then boarded the Spanish man-of-war 
San Quentin and requested the captain to 
fire on the Itlis. The captain refused, 
the governor of the Philippines hav- 
ing ordered him to” gvoid a_ conflict. 
PBabrilles ordered the crew to fire, whereupon 
the captain drew a revolver and threatened 
to shoot the first man who obeyed or repeated 
the order. Babrilles again ordered the men 
to fire. when the captain shot Kabrilles in the 
shoulder. Dabrilles was afterward taken as 
a prisoner to Manila.
